The proposed~Centre for the 
Study of Regulated Industry "Is 
no strange conspiracy between 
big business and a corrupt 
administration," according to 
Professor Walter Balke, of the 
Faculty of Management. « 

Balke, who drew up the 
original plans of the proposed 
centre for the McGIII "Develop- 
ment Program, said yesterday 
that "almost every large contri- 
bution made by industry is 
earmarked for a certain pur- 
pose, but this does not imply 
that the industry expects to use 
that money for its own ends."- 
"The day that academics can 
be bought we'll be in great 
trouble," he said, adding that 
"the one thing academics value 
is their academic freedorn. 

The Daily discovered earlier 
this ween that three multina- 
tional corporations— Bell Tele- 
phone, Canadian Pacific, and 
Northern Electric— donated 
$750,000 to the McGill Develop- 
ment program "on trje under- 
standing that it would be used 
'exclusively' to set up the 
centre." The administration ac- 
cepted this offer even though 
the proposed centre has not 
been approved by Senate or the 
academic faculties. 

Dean of Graduate Studies and 
Research, Walter Hitschfeld, 
said yesterday that "the three 
companies which contributed 
money towards the centre have 
set no guidelines at all for the 
research centre and in no way 
have threatened academic free- 



dom." He said that under no 
circumstances would the uni- 
versity have accepted the 
contributions*, "if they expected 
us to give up such freedoms!" 

Balke insisted that the centre, 
if- it Is approved, will be "an 
independent body equipped with 
all the safeguards against 
interference from industry." He 
i expressed the need to set up an 
advisory board, consisting of 
both academics and representa- 
tives of government and indus- 
try, to ensure that the centre is 
going In the right direction. 
"But academics would be in the 
majority and would be free from 
all strings," he said. 

Hitschfeld said that the 
centre would try "to establish a 
rational mode of re'ationship 
be'tween government and indus- 
try—nothing else but this kind 
of centre could provide that 
service." He added that this 
service would involve investiga- 
ting how the industries could 
increase their profit margins to 
keep them'frpm being depen-..' 
dent on the government- 
something that could lead to 
nationalization. ' 

Hitschfeld said that if the 
centre is successful, the 
government would eventually 
help finance it, leaving it less 
dependent on private research 
funds. -"This would make it _

A centre where women can 
come together, talk and be 
alone with women, opens 
Monday and is to be the focal 
' point of the newly revived 
" Women's Union. Laura - Fox, 
president of the Union, said 
"We plan to have a library, 
lunchtime speakers and discus- 
sion sessions so that women 
can exchange ideas and disco- 
ver more about themselves." 

The centre, entitled "A Room 
of One's Own" after the Virginia 
Wolfe book, was first conceived 



as the result of the interest 
shown at the Women and Health 
Symposium last fall. ."Sympo-

'women are women 365 days a 
year, and they, need a centre 
where they can" come and talk 
over some of the problems that 
go-along with it." 

The Women's Union operates 
on an $8,000 budget from the 
Students' Society,' which Fox 
said will be used to stock the 
library, pay for speakers, and to 
give to other women's organiza- 
tions at McGill, such as Women 



in Law. ' ' 

"The library is very important 
for the centre as there Is almost 
nothing available in the McGill 
libraries," said. Fox. The centre 
plans to stock about 250 books' 
initially, as well as the leading 
women's publications. 

• The céTitre will be open five 
days a week, from eleven to 4, 
on the fourth floor of the Union. 
Fox said that there would 
always be at least two members 
available to discuss ideas, 
philosophies, or problems with 
women.

Although a portion of the 
$750,000 pledge has already 
been cashed by administrators, 
the project will still have to go .

Hitschfeld said yesterday 
that the cheques had been 
cashed for purely economic 
reasons and will be returned if 
the centre is not accepted by 
Senate or the academic facul- 
ties. "If you get a cheque for a 
large amount, you don't put it in 
a ,drawer— you cash it to 
acknowledge . it has been 
received," he said. 

Hitschfeld said the three 
companies may have underes- 
timated "the enormously com- ■ 
plicated process involved to get 
projects launched at a univer- 
sity" when they contributed the 
money. He added that, the 
university has met the compa- 
nies and made it very clear that 
the matter will have to be 
discussed by all the relevant 
parties before a decision is 
taken about the future of the 
centre. 

A representative of Canadian

It's no

Once upon a time. Bob Hope 
.and his likes ruled the television 
comedy world. They no longer 
do, and new comedy form— "re- 
levant" comedy— has recently 
arisen out of the ashes of the 
fallen, leaders of the 1950s. 
. It all started with Norman 
Lear and his newly formed 
company, Tanc[om productions. 
The Idea was that television had 
to respond and profit from the 
political awareness of the 
generation of Vietnam and 
Watergate, and "All in the 
Family" was born, compjete 
with the world's most famous 
bigot, Archie Bunker. 

Who is this Bunker? Keeping 
a working-class home in New

Here, the Montreal CEGEPs, 
led by Vieux Montreal, feel the 
structure of ANEQ, as proposed 
by a constitution committee, Is 
in danger of falling Into the 
traps which plagued Quebec's 
former and short-lived student 
unions: the Union General des 
Etudiants du Quebec (UGEQ) 
and the Federation des Etudi- 
ants du Quebec (FEQ). 

A member of^the Montreal 
group, Geoffrey Ryan from 
CEGEP Edouard Montpetit, 
asserted that the structure 
presented will be even more 
restrictive than was UGEQ. 
"There has been no analysis," 




he said, "of these former 
syndicates or of the 'prêts et' 
bourses* situation. Further, 
there has been .little organiza- 
tion within the CEGEPs." . 
Cloutier's success in dividing 
. the CEGEPs and in temporarily 
demobilizing students, the 
failure of a strong central 
student union proposal to 

- receive sufficient support and 

- the failure of former unions to 
last any length of time are all 
evidence that students in 
Quebec CEGEPs do not feel the 
need for organization until 
specific actions by the Ministry 
of Education directly threatens 



some aspect of freedom in their 
education. 

Chris. Morris, president of 
the Dawson Students' Associa- 
tion, perhaps summed up the 
feelings of student leaders 
when she said a mass-type 
organization such as ANEQ is 
not feasible "because of 
apparent different needs and 
ideals In different .colleges. 
What we will probably see 
instead is an organization of 
progressive students' groups." 
This would be the "framework" 
for organizing spontaneous 
mass discontent when It arose 
on a specific issue. 




York, Bunker appears as the 
archetypal racist, constantly 
attacking blacks, Puerto Ric- 
ahs, Jews, women, college 
students and "dingbats." , 

The show was so successful 
that Tandem developed several 
other shows dealing with 
racism, all spinoffs of the 
original.

the show never points out that 
Bunker is a victim and not a 
cause of his own attitudes. 

By portraying Archie as a bad 
guy and by continually feeding 
the hatred within him to his 
viewers, we-are supposed to get 
the impression that somehow 
Archie is at fault and that, Ipso 
facto, the millions of people in 
his social class who hold his 
views are also at fault. 

One spinoff that Lear and Co. 
have not tried is one on the 
bosses of the loading dock 
where Archie works. We know 
he is unionized, has gone on 
strike, and is contantly worried 
about losing his 'job. But where 
are his employers all this time? 

They are sitting- comfortably 



at their TV sets, laughing at 
Archie along with the rest of us 
and blissfully aware that as long 
as harmless Archie (and his 
real-life counterparts) continue 
to take their hardhat line their 
own profit and status will be' 
under control. 

They would have us believe 
that Archie is an extreme 

..manifestation of the "silent 
majority" that brought "Richard 
Nixon" and all he represents to 

.power. They do not want us to 
know that the real perpetrators 
of Archie's Ideas are the. 
- corporations, like Tandem, that 
benefit from these ideas— ideas 
that safeguard their profits by 
encouraging racial divisions 
among workers.

centre had not been approved by 
Senate or the academic facul- 
ties.

Further, 
there has been .little organiza- 
tion within the CEGEPs." . 

Cloutier's success in dividing 
the CEGEPs and in temporarily 
demobilizing students, the 
failure of a strong central 
student union proposal to 
receive sufficient support and 
the failure of former unions to 
last any length of time are all 
evidence that students in 
Quebec CEGEPs do not feel the 
need for organization until 
specific actions by the Ministry 
of Education directly threatens 



some aspect of freedom in their 
education. 

Chris Morris, president of 
the Dawson Students' Associa- 
tion, perhaps summed up the 
feelings of student leaders 
when she said a mass-type 
organization such as ANEQ Is 
not feasible "because of 
apparent different needs and 
ideals in different .colleges. 
What we will probably see 
instead is an organization of 
progressive students' groups." 
This would be the "framework" 
for organizing spontaneous 
mass discontent when it arose 
on a specific issue.

If s not Archie's fault

Once upon a time, Bob Hope 
d his likes ruled the television 
comedy world. They no longer 
do, and new comedy form— "re- 
levant" comedy— has recently 
arisen out of the ashes of the 
fallen, leaders of the 1950s. 
. It all started with Norman 
Lear and his newly formed 
company, Tancjem productions. 
The idea was that television had 
to respond and profit from the 
political awareness of the 
generation of Vietnam and- 
Watergate, and "All in the 
Family" was born, complete 
with the world's most famous 
bigot, Archie Bunker. 

Who is this Bunker? Keeping 
a working-class home in New 



York, Bunker appears as the 
archetypal racist, constantly 
attacking blacks, Puerto Rlc- 
ahs, Jews, women, college 
students and "dingbats.".. 

The show was so successful 
that Tandem developed several 
other shows dealing with 
racism, all spinoffs of the 
original. Thus, Archie's liberal 
cousin, Maude, got her own 
show; then Maude's maid, 
■Florida, got hers, and eventual- 
ly Archie's black neighbours, 
the Jeffersons, got theirs. 

But in their treatment of this 
theme, however, all these 
programs are superficial. "All in 
the Family" in particular hits a 
false note in its attempt to cater 
to the, "politically a'ware," for. 



the show never points out that 
Bunker is a victim and not a 
cause of his own attitudes. 

By portray ing Archie as a bad 
guy and by continually feeding 
the hatred within him to his 
viewers, we-are supposed to get 
the impression that somehow 
Archie is at fault and that, Ipso 
facto; the millions of people in 
his social class who hold his 
views are also at fault. 

One spinoff that Lear and Co. 
have not tried is one on the 
bosses of the loading dock 
where Archie works. We know 
he is unionized, has gone on 
strike, and is contantly worried 
about losing hls]ob. But where 
are his employers all this time? 

They are sitting- comfortably 



at their TV sets, laughing at 
Archie along with the rest of us 
and blissfully aware that as long 
as harmless Archie (and his 
real-life counterparts) continue 
to take their hardhat line their 
own profit and status will be 
under control. 

They would have us believe 
that Archie is an extreme 

./manifestation of tho "silent 
majority" that brought "Richard 
Nixon" and all he represents to 

.power. They do not want us to 
know that the real perpetrators 
of Archie's ideas are the 
corporations, like Tandem, that ' 
benefit from these ideas— ideas 
that safeguard their profits by 
encouraging racial divisions 
among workers.

• centre had not been approved by 
Senate or the academic facul- 
ties. 

The representative said that If 
the centre is not approved by 
Senate, "McGill will have to 
come back to us and renegotiate 
the whole thing." 

She said that when' McGill's 
first proposal was submitted to 
the company "it did not seem to 
be in our interests."' She said 
that after Jean de Grandpre, 
president of Bell Telephone and 
a McGill Board of Governors' 
member, negotiated with CP's 
chairman, the company finally 
'decided to contribute $250,000. 
"We agreed to that sum after we 
were assured it would be used 
specifically for the centre," she 
said. 

Balke told the Daily yesterday 
that he was "a little concerned 
whether the matter of the centre 
can be disentangled" in light of 
recent developments. "All you 
have to do is stray a little bit in 
this highly complicated matter 
and people opposed to it will , 
' Immediately beat your throats," 
he said. 

Balke said that "there's no 
way things can be done 
perfectly in a complex situation 
like this." He added that people 
from all the faculties "have been 
working very hard towards a 
proposal that would be right In 
line with the university's goals 
and vvhen people with axes to 
grind criticise you about this, it 
can be very discouraging."

Yesterday Daily reporters 
sampled opinions about racism 
on campus. Questions about 
Canadian immigration policies, 
specifically the Green Paper, 
racism at McGill and questions 
about the conditions of foreign 
students at McGill were direct- 
ted at students and non-acad- 
emic, and academic staff. 

The views of the people 
varied, but most acknowledged 
that racism existed in some 
form, both at McGill and in the 
proposed immigration laws. 

Many people refused to 
answer the questions, or asked 
that their names and photo- 
graphs not be printed. What 
follows then, is _ a small 
sampling of opinions at McGill. 



BevJanley — Librarian 

Q: Do -you think foreign 
students at McGill are discrimi- 
nated against? 

A: I'm sure it does— does, 
prejudice exist? However, I 
don't think that I've seen any 
specific examples. 

There are cultural problems, 
especially with students from 
Africa. I think that it is culture 
shock. The library is a home 
away from home for many 
foreign students. The problems 
they tell us are really bizarre. 
They are the ones who complain 
when the library is closed 
during the holidays. 

If we didn't have foreign 
students, McGill would be a 
very dull place: 



A: I consider the new propos- . 
als (Green Paper), .which are 
intended to be embodied In the 
forthcoming bill in the House of 
Commons, to be purely racist; 
fn the long" run they tarnish the 
noble image of Canada as It 
exists today in the Council of 
Nations, which have so far 
looked to Canada as a leader 
who is something of _ a 
champion of the world and . 
-particularly of developing na- 
tions; of equallty.and liberty. 

I was a King's commissioned 
officer in the British and Indian 
armies. ■ I graduated from 
Sandhurst and from King's 
College, Cambridge, in science 
with ftrst class honours. For a 
while, I did substitute teaching 
here for .English literature; I 
substituted for about a year in 
high school, i have applied 
several times formore advanced- 
positions, but have been 
refused. I have seen those whq 
do not have 5 per cent of my 
ability advance above me. I 
think that this has to do with the 
fact that I am an Indian. 




Captain S.R.Gubda — 
Security guard at Burnside Hall 
Q: What_do you.feel about the 
present immigration policies? 




, Kit — Science U1 
Q: What do you think about 
the present immigration poli- 
cies? 

A: I've heard a little about 
them, but I haven't given them 
too much thought. It seems so 
far away -and doesn't really 
concern me. I think that 
immigrants coming to Canada 
thinking that" it is a land- of 
opportunity will find out that 
that is a myth. 




George Archer— President, 
Students' Society 

-Q: -Do you think foreign 
students are discriminated 
against at McGill? 
A: Imyself knowof acoupleof 
cases. However, I don't think 
that it's on a very wide scale; it 
is not institutionalized, but 
individual. I think the institu- 
tional framework has dealt with 
it fairly well. 

. I know of one case. Six years 
ago, a girl from my own country 
received a much lower grade 
than she felt she should have. 
She had been having problems 
with the professor and went to 
the department chairman. and 
complained. He_rcfusod to to 
anything about it, so she went 
to the dean of the faculty, who 
raised the grade 20 per cent 
higher than it was. Racism Is 
difficult to prove. You really 
can't "prove" it-it's'a function 
of how. you see things. 

I can remember one case 
where racism was clear-cut. I 
accompanied a white friend to 
help her look for an apartment. 
Outside the building, there was 
a vacancy sign, but when she 
inquired about renting it, she 
was told that it had already been 
rented. Five minutes later, a 
white friend inquired about the 
apartment and was told it was 
available. I'm sure thay my 
friend was discriminated again- 

, st because I was with her. 
What I advise black students 
is to get as high a mark as they 
possibly can get. The same 
problem exists now against 
black students as it did with 
Jewish students a few years 
ago, but it is not as widespread 
now as it was thën. 



Barbara Vali — Arts U1 • 

Q: Should there be a quota 
system for foreign students at 
McGill? ' 

A: I don't think there should 
be a quota system. I believe 
everybody: requires an equal 
chance. 

I live in a residence. You can 
feel the tension when various 
ethnic .groups come in. For 
example, people are upset that 
ethnic groups get priority over 
individual needs. 



immigrant areas, such as Africa 
or other Third World countries. I 
am bothered by the rhetoric on 
the "absorbtive capacity," 
which treats the issue as an 
economic question rather than a 
racist policy. It doesn't matter 
whether the quota is overt or 
concealed; it is still very much 
• there in both cases. 
Q: Do you think there is any 
racism at McGill? 
A: I think McGill is very 
isolated. Sexism is more' of a 
problem here, but I have no 
gripes as such in the English 
department .until I've had a 
chance to examine all the 
evidence. 

I have felt that, as' a woman 
from an Asian country, I have 
had to be twice as good. I have 
felt that, as an English 
professor, I have too little power 
tôaccomplish anything. It is for 
this reason that I am-starting 
law studies full time. 

I have found no problems with 
my students in terms of racism. 
I feel that it is indistinguishable 
from personal style.

A: What disturbs me is the 
fact that the immigrants cannot 
come to Canada unless they 
have a job.

They'll adver- 
tise most heavily in the Asian 
countries, for example, and not

0: What do you think about 
Canada's immigration policy? 
A: I can't really give - a 
response.

Another question that comes 
up is- who should get into 
university— students with good 
grades, or students with other 
qualifications? I don't know 
where i stand on that. I think, 
however, that universities shou- 
ld accept alt who are qualified.
